I just received your interesting mailing of July 14, Let me respond 
in haste to one rather minor points 

Mr. Rhoads' letter of July 5 indicates that you will soon have a complete 
set of indexes to the CD's. I am afraid that this will include several hundred 
pages and put a large dent in your documents budget. If you do not plan to do 
much work with them immediately, you might want to send them to us and let us 
reimburse you for at least part of their cost. I could make a Xerox copy at 
5$ to 8/ per page, and return the original to you. I could probably make a 
microfilm copy for about 1£ per page; this might be a good way to make these 
indexes available to interested parties. If you sent them insured for full value 
and with a note for the Feebies indicating that they were publicly available 
documents, I think that the mail would be safe. 

Working with the indexes is tedious, but there is not much else Jim and 
I can do with Archives documents at the moment. Sometimes it pays off; you should 
have received the material on Milteer which I sent two days ago. We will refrain 
from ordering any more indexes until we hear from you on my proposal. 

I am enclosing CD 5» P* 152 (Connally wounds); CD 75 » P» 652 (Gaudet); and 
my notes on the FPCC file (4 pages). I will send you some of the more interesting 
items (such as number 95) and more detailed notes when I receive the material 
in Xerox form from the Archives.
